| At the corner now known as Pryor 
i'and Alabama street tne Confederate

'lanta. made their headquarters. It 
was an old hotel—the “America”— 
iand made an easy and favored target 
for Sherman’s artillery. At one time 
30 guns played a steady stream of 
lead in the general direction of “‘head- 
quarters,” and finally it was neces- 
sary to vacate in order that a roof 
micht be had overhead. 

The first shell fired by Sherman's 
‘forces in the Battle of Atlanta, ar- 
‘cording to Major Hubner. took the 
life of a man and his daughter as they 
i lay sleeping. 

Hubner Taken Prisoner. 

Major Hubner was taken a prison- 
er in the final stages of the battle. 
but was later released on parole. His 
brave service during the war i« re- 
membered. 

Major Hubner’s father, who was in 
the Union army, was mortally wound- 
ed in the aBttle of Shiloh and died 
shortly after at a hospital at Mem- 
phis.

Many Arrests Made.
